The Gutside World as Seen by a 


Raleichite. 

We have been permitted to publish 
the following extract from 2 private 
letter writtes by a young naval officer 
of thiscity. It was not written with a 
view to publication. 

Maura, Nov. 19, 1872. 

youth Iwas taught look Upon a 
venuine Mattese cat as the embodiment 
of all beauty and orace 5 theretore, 
when 1 went ashore the other day it was 
hut natural that my first desire should 
be to see such a cat as my dreams had 
often pictured. I Janded at the Custom 
llouse, and alter fighting my way 
through about an hundred guides, 
reached the gate of the old city of Va- 
letta, and entered the town filled with 
anxious expectations, the accumulation 
of twenty-two years. I strained my eye 
in every direction around corners and 
info open doors, into alleys and upon 
tlie house-tops, until finally, after going 
some quarter of mile my search was 
rewerded, and saw a real, live Mal. 
tese. Seated upon one of her hind legs, 
with her off foresleg doubled up under- 
peath her body, and her two near legs 
standing stiffly out, and winking with 
her one eye across the street, while she 
vagged a tail two inches long in unison 
with ber winks, was the ugliest animal 
ITever looked upon, Her body was a 
dirty yellow, eighteen inches long and 
two in diameter. Some Malta boy may 
have been responsible for her lack of an 
eye, but from the fin’shed appearance of 
her tail, there can be no doubt but that 
it was shortened while she was yet un- 
born, Shades of Aipho! My early 
impressions vanished like a Sally Lunn, 
and although Imay hereafter see Mal- 
tesc cats as graceful as gazelles, this 
first expericnee will continue with me. 

I will go ashore to-morrow, and see 
all the lions, ancl will finish this letter 
with mention of them.

He opened his cyes, iepeated to himself 


“Six months,” scratched his head, then 
shaking it as ii he were thinking that 
his calling did not warrant his encouray 
ing lying, he held out his hand and said 
“cood-bye” in as good Arabic as I ever 
heard. After he had gone it oceurred 
to me that he had asked how long we 
were in coming across from America— 
and this accounted for his unbelict. 

But if i write more on these little 
things how shall I deseribe the object 
of interest Tam to se: to-morrow. 

Tuurnspay, Nov. 20.—I have’ been 
ashore and seen ail that is worthy of 
note, except the cave in which St. Paul 
sought shelter when he was wrecked.

HAT HAS THE LEGISLATI 

7 DONE? 


Since the adjournment of the Legis!a- 
ture, complaints have been made that 
that body has done nothing compara. 
tively, and hascost $50,000 of the peo 
ple’s, money without being able toshow 
any return for this expenditure. 

Such complaints are entirely upfound 
ed. The Legislature was in scssion one 
month. It was ascertained soon after 
it assembled that it would he lmpossi 
ble to adjourn by the first of Janay, 
in justice to the important ites tions 
which would demand action at the 
present session. 

It was resolved, therefore, to take 
recese for one month, to allow the mem- 
bers to return home during the holidays, 
and remain sufliciently long to attend 
to their private business for the close o! 
this and the commencement of the next 
year. 

The charge that the Legislature did 
but little during the time it was in ses- 
sion is not true. We know that much 
has been done. 

It is true that the work done has not 
made much show, but several important 
acts were passed, and others considered, 
and many bills were introduced affect 
ing the most vital interests of the State, 
which will be acte:t on at an early day 
after the recess. 

We doubt whether the State has ever 
had a more industrious set of Represen- 
tatives than the present Legislators. A 
large majority of the mempers have ad- 
dressed themsclyes assiduously te their 
duties, and haye been laboring faithful. 
ly and efficiently. 

The work that has been done in open 
session is bunt a tithe of the actual! 
amount that has been accomplished. 
The important Committees held mect- 
tings daily after the adjournment of the 
morning’s sessions, and often kept at 
their duties from early in the afternoon 
until night, perfecting bills, discussing 
questions pertaining to their respective 
Committees and considering propost- 
tions and suggestions. 

Such matters as the Constitntional 
amendments, arrangement of tie State 
debt, education, immigration and the 
like, which have not yet been acted on, 
have been postponed with the view of 
having them thoreugh!y discussed and 
judiciously matured. These suljects 
are of too great magnitude to be hasti- 
ly disposed of, but should be considered 
with deliberation, prudence and wis- 
dom. 


ACARD FROM MESSRS. LUVE 
AND HUMPHREY. 


The Raleigh Sentinel of yesterday 
contained a card of over three columns 
in length, signed by W. L. Love and 
L. W. Humphrey, Esqs., giving their 
reasons to the people of North Carolina 
why they did not support Goy. Vance, 
the Conservative nominee for United 
States Senator. 

These gentlemen say they feel justi- 
fied in publishing the address as a reply 
to the “coarse and abusive letter of 
Gov. Vance, published in the Charlotte 
Observer.” It is well-known, however, 
that Mr. Love had declared frequently, 
before Goy. Vance’s letter appeared, the 
purpose of Judge Merrfmon’s Conserv- 
ative supporters to issue an address ot 
the kind. 

The burden of this very tedious and 
elaborate document is to show a coim- 
bination or coalition between Ransom 
and Vance on the Senatorial question, 
As this charge is positively, emphati- 
cally, and indignantly denied by both 
General Ransom and Governor Vance, 
we not think the people of North Caro- 
lina will pay much heed to the eonclu- 
sions to which Messrs. Love and Ifum- 
phrey have arrived. 

We have no desire to open the dis- 
cussion as to the propricty of the 
course of the gentlemen with whom we 
lave diflered on the Senatorship, in re- 
gard to their duty tothe party that 
honored them with their suffrages, and 
trusted them with the high and respon- 
sible duties of representing their views 
and interests in the Legislature. 

We haye not assailed any of these 
gentiemen through these columns, and 
while we think the precedent they have 
set, in not yielding to the will of the 
majority, is iraught with great danger 
to our party, we are willing to leave the 
matter to the future to determine 
whether the error is theirs or our own, 

Believing the Conservative party can

NOON DISPATCHES, 


Jay Gould and the Eric. 

New York, Dec. 20—The settlement 
of Jay Gould with the Erie Railro.d 
Company was the main topic of con 
versation throughout the city last night. 
It is everywhere regarded asa cennd 
triumph forthe Erie. 

The proposal for the settlement was 
communicated in letter by Jay Gould, 
addressed to President Watson, of the 
Erie R. R. on Dec. 18th. 

He stated that since his resignation 
of the Presidency he had been prepared 
to make a conveyance to the Company 
ot property belonging to it which he 
held an his name, but to which 
he said he never made 
any claim during his administration ; he 
made various purchases of property lor 
the company with monies of his own, 
the benefits of which were accounted 
to the road, upon the construction 
placed by Mr. Watson. On his accounts 
he was charged with all the moncys, 
and hence he believed the property in 
question belonged to him, and if they 
were now transferred he should be cred- 
ited with their value, Owing to the 
state infwhichthe was compelled to leave 
his accounts on his withdrawal from the 
company and the loss of his account 
book, some things remained uncxplain- 
ed. The various pieces of real estate 
in dispute, therefore, he proposed to 
convey to the company, and in addition 
to the Grand Opera [louse and adjacent 
properties owned by himseli and Fisk. 
“I do this,” he says, “for the sake ol 

ace.” 

Mr. Watson therefore replied thai 
he considered this a fair offer, and 
would at once lay the subject before 
a special Committee. Gould yesterday 
made the following statement to a 
reporter: “Since the Erie war my ob- 
ject has been to obtain a serics roads 
under * practically one management, 
from New York to San Francisco, and 
in this way obtain a fair share of the 
traff on the intervening® route and that 
which accrues at either ,terminus.” 
Gould’s object seems now to be to cr- 
hance the}price of the Erie stock to the 
end that he may be measurably reim-

The Louisiana Committee Inter- 
viewing the Supreme Court.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The Flood in England, 


Lonpon, Dec. 20.—The late heavy 
storms have swollen the streams 
throughout England to a great height, 
and several of them have overflowed. 
Windsor and Eaton are flooded. The 
river Trent and its affluents,, the Loar 
and Dorwent have overflowed their 
banks, submerging large portions ofgthe 
country in Leicester and Notingham. 
In some sections of these counties only 
the tops of trees and hedges are visible. 
Heavy land-slides have occurred near 
Dover, and the Railway commtnication 
with tuat town is interrupted. The 
town of Retorborough in Northampton 
county is flooded, and many residents 
are compelled to take refuge from the 
water in the upper stories of their dwel- 
lings.
